The first priority is to gather a stack of good 
CD’s and load up the CD player—good music is 
essential for newsletter preparation!

Those that I’ve received in 
the mail I enter into the word processor. Those that 
come to me on packet (this includes a bulletin here 
and there that looks like it will make a good article)

Comments, which I key into the word processor as 
he reads it. 1 shut the music off for this!) 


Next, I go into Pagemaker and get “last month’s” 
newsletter, and take out all the articles. I change 
the page footers, edit the calendar, and other 
dates. Then I lay out all the articles I have on the 
pages. If I need to fill part of a page, I go searching 
(in magazines, newsletters, and packet) for 


‘something that looks like it will fit, and be of 


interest to the readers. 

After everything is arranged and seems to fit, I 
take the file to work and print it on a laser printer 
there. I take these printouts and do some manual 
paste up (the ads, and any camera-ready pages 
that I have obtained from other sources). This 
gives me master pages, which I bring to the 
printer. At this time I also let someone else know 
that I will need labels. (Ron & Lil have done this 
for me in the past) 

After a few days, I pick up the newsletter from 
the printer, and then I have to fold them, staple 
them, and stick the labels on. It takes about 4 hours 
to fold, staple, and label 225 newsletters, which is 
what we produce. 

At this point, the newsletters are ready to 
deliver to the bulk mail acceptance center at the 
post office. 

Allin all, ittakes about 10-12 hours of (volunteer) 
time to put a Zero Beat together.
